The Board of Heaith and the General Coun- 
cil Decide to Abandon Oakland Cemetery. 

Mr. J. Hi. Goldsmith, clerk of the general 
counell, bas been inetrocted by that body not 
to sell ev y more burial lots in Oakland ceme- 
tery until theis order has been rescinded. 

Bevers! week agothe board of health sent 
a comimnutication to the general council, in 
which it was esserted that the proximity of 
Oskland to the city was quite injurious to the 
health oi the people, aud advising that no 
mere Jots jor burial purpose be sold. The 
coMmubicdtion wasread to the council and 
was relerred to the sanitary committee. 
That committee held several 
conferences with the board of health 
sud last Monday night through Mr. McAfee, 
the chairman of the committee, indicated the 
result of these deliberations by the following 
OTaOmMmeaLce: 

Whereas, Weet View cemetery association 
heving<ompleted the opening of their grounds, 
aud sre now ready to make interments in the 
Fame ; 

And whereas, the board of health having 
recon mevded, a8 a sanitary measure, to the 
citizens at Atlanta, that all interments in Oak- 
lend cemetery, es far as practical and legal, 
be at once p ohibited ; 

Therctore,: be it ordained by the mayor and 
gc nere! council 

ection 1. That from and after the passage 
of this oydinence no more lots shall be sold or 
donated by the city of Atlanta in Oakland 
cemetery forthe purpose of making inter- 
ments thereon. 

Section 2. Fromand after this date all or- 
dersior pauper graves shall be directed to 
West View cemetery association, and all pau- 
per interments made by the authorities of the 
city of Atlanta shall bein West View ceme- 
tery until the further action of this body. 

‘The ordinance creaged a warm discussion in 
the council. Mr. Stockdell was the first mem- 
ber to secure the floor, and opposed the ordi- 
nance. He said, however, it the board of 
health thought that Oakland was injurious to 
the health of the people he would concur, but 

he thought it rather hard on the people who 
hed reietives interred in Oakland to remove 
the bedies or abandon them. 

Mr. McAfee intormed the council that the 
ordinance did not conte:plate abandoniag 
uly dead. Hesaid that citizens who owned 

Jets in Oakland and had relatives buried there- 
in could continue to use the lots. The object 
of the ordinance was to prevent thesale of any 
more lots,thereby increasing*the interments. 

Mr. Day said that the Ladies’ memorial as- 
sociaticn bad asked permission to di spose of a 

portion Gi their grounds, so that they might 
improve the confederate graves. 

Mr. Mickleberry asserted that noone had 
any more reverence for the confederate dead 
than be, but declared thatthis matter had 
gone too tar lor rentiment now. 
health bad declared that the health of the city 
demanded that no more lots be sold in Oak- 
Jand,and he thought it was but right to adhere 
to the beard of health’s advise. 

Dre 
health, were present and were heard. Dr. 
Baud declared that Oakland cemetery was too 
near the city to be healthy to the people. He 
said thet some time ago, when the general 
courcil was thinking ef enlarging Oakland, the 
question of enlarging was referred to the board 
of health. The boerd gave the matter 
a caretul consideration and opened correspond- 
ence with boards all over.the world. That 
COTES] condence established the fact that it was 
unhealthy to bury the dead among the living.
